CHILDREN DUSTED

SOVIET DEFECTOR 
DISPLAYED TO END 
EXECUTION RUMOR

MOSCOW, May 16 — Russia 
produced yesterday a former 
Red Air Force officer to deny 
reports he had been executed 
after defecting to the United 
States and later returning here. 


The’ propaganda exhibit was 
Anatoli P. Barzov, who piloted 
his plane from Russia to the 
United States zone of Austria 
in 1948. 


Barzov said he had been hu- 


manely treated after his return 


and had only received an “in- 
significant term” of five years 
in Siberian “corrective labor 
camps.” 

The ex-pilot came back to 
Russia in August 1949. His navi- 
gator on the escape flight, Peter 
Pirogov, remained in the United 
States and has since been the 
target of efforts to induce him 
to return home. 

Barzov was presented by 
Leonid F. Ilyichev, chief of the 
Foreign Ministry's press depart- 
ment, at a carefully staged 
press conference that was re- 
corded on film for propaganda 


e. 

Ilyichev introduced Barzov as 
the man who had “been shot 
by the American press” but 
who, nevertheless, was present. 
Barzov nervously knocked over 
a glass of water as he spoke. 
He blamed Pirogov for his 
“treason.”

Mr. Curtis Will Vote ‘Yes’ 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispaten: 


Thank you for publishing some of 
my actions and views on the im- 
portant issue of United States acces- 
sion to the Organization for Trade 
Co-operation in your editorial, “‘Mr. 
Curtis on OTC.” 

It would have been more helpful 
to the public and fairer to me if you 
had pointed out that the purpose of 
a committee report accompanying a 
bill is to give information to the 
other members of Congress, and not 
necessarily to argue a particular 
point of view. “The 11 closely 
printed pages” you refer to as con- 
stituting my supplemental views 
accompanying the report were for 
the purpose of bringing out facts and 
arguments which the committee re- 
port did not bring out and only in- 
cidentally setting forth my personal 
recommendation which was to vote 
for the bill. 

As a result of my supplemental 
views, to a large extent, the Ways 
and Means Committee for the first 
time has set up a staff of experts in 
the field of foreign trade; a subcom- 
mittee on tariff and foreign trade 
has been established (I am a mem- 
ber); a lengthy study was made and 
a preliminary report has been filed 
by this subcommittee. In my judg- 
ment, this is the first really objec- 
tive report that has been made of 
this important matter by either the 
Executive or the Legislative branch 
of government. 

To answer your questions in your 
editorial. Yes, I will help vote out 
the bill this year. I announced this 

blicly over a month ago. I do not 

lieve “clearly and unequivocally” 
“this is a good bill” for the same 
reasons I tried to spell out in my 
supplemental views on the previous 
bill. However, as I have stated, in 
spite of the problems untouched and 
unsolved by these bills, I recom- 
mend that the United States go into 
the OTC. 

I shall vote for the new bill pro- 

by the Executive department. 
t seeks to meet some of the con- 
structive criticism I offered in my 
a views. It is a better 
bill than last year’s bill. However, 
the same basic awkwardness exists 
which does not permit the United 
States to really crappie with the 
problems involved in foreign trade. 

In other words, the bill seeks to 
strengthen the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade organization 
without the GATT ever having been 
presented to the Congress for ap 
proval or disapproval. The best 
place and time to consider the OTC 
would be in conjunction with the 
extension of the Reciprocal Trade 


Agreements Act whi comes up 
next year. 

Finally, may I suggest that the 
people in the St. Louis community 


would be interested in the problems 
that confront us in our foreign trade 
and I doubt if they want either the 
President or the Congress to just 
say, dogmatically, this is good or 
this: is bad and take it on their rec- 
ommendation. I believe they want 
to know the reasons behind the de- 
cisions. 

In my judgment, the attainment 
of world peace lies essentially in the 
solution of our foreign trade prob- 
lems. These are not easy problenis 
and our society is hardly in the ele- 
vated state of wide knowledge to 
solve these problems immediately.

Time for Union Judgment 


Teamsters union leaders have been advised 
by a public relations firm to get rid of Dave 
Beck. This would be more than obviously 
sound public relations; it may well be a duty 
to the 1,500,000 members of the Teamsters 
union. 

Every man deserves his day in court. Beck 
is under indictment for income tax evasion, 
answerable to the Federal Government, and on 
this charge he will not have had his day in 
court until there is a trial and a verdict. 

.But on many another score Dave Beck is 
answerable first of all to his own union. The 
McClellan committee has shown instance after 
instance of grievous wrongs done by President 
Beck to the Teamsters and the cause of -organ- 
ized labor generally—wrongs which he has had 
full opportunity to disavow, and which he has 
declined even to discuss. 

Witnesses told the Senators how Beck helped 
a liquor distributor in the Northwest get a fat 
Anheuser-Busch beer contract, then pressured 
the distributor into taking Dave Beck Jr. into 
the firm and making him president. On top of 
this the Becks managed to get a 5-cent com- 
mission on each case of Budweiser sold in 
Alaska. 

Witnesses told how an accountant paid by the 
Teamsters worked nearly full time for the 
liquor firm. 

Witnesses told how Beck tried but failed to 
make a secret $71,500 profit from purchase of 
land for the Teamsters’ palatial headquarters in 
Washington, 

Witnesses told how Beck got favors from the 
big Fruehauf truck-trailer firm in return for 
rescuing the firm’s management in a proxy 
battle. 

Witnesses told how Beck got Teamsters locals 
to shell out $15 to $30 apiece for toy trucks 
to be used as “symbols,” and the take from this 
was put at $84,802. 

Witnesses told how a partner of Beck’s got a 
$3750 fee in the sale of the Magic Chef building 
to the Teamsters here in St. Louis. 

Witnesses told how a Seattle insurance 
broker, another associate of Beck's, made more 
than a million dollars from handling Teamsters’ 
insurance funds. 

Witnesses told of other things, and the Mc- 
Clellan committee says it believes that Beck 
misused at least $320,000 of union funds, de- 
ciding to call these funds “loans” only after 
tax agents began investigating his finances. 

The many points brought out against Beck 
may or may not constitute grounds for legal 
action, but they certainly constitute grounds 
for action by the union of which he was presi- 
derit, and which he misled, mishandled, de- 
ceived and betrayed. For it was the money of 
a million and a half Teamsters that Dave Beck 
is charged with misappropriating. It is their 
bargaining power which he misused for per- 
sonal gain. 

The Teamsters could give Dave Beck his day 
in their own court. If he responded to the 
union’s questions as he responded to those of 
the McClellan committee, he would not respond 
at all. And: if he cannot explain his record as 
president to his own union, all Teamsters will 
know that it is time for Dave Beck to go.

School Business for St. Louisans 

St. Louisans Will serve their own best ends 
by authorizing liquidation of the School Board's 
permanent fund at today’s election. This would 
free about $3,500,000 in locked-away capital that 
then could be put to good use meeting pressing 
conéstruction needs. 

The fund consists principally of Government 
securities that bear a relatively low rate of in- 
terest. Taxpayers gain hothing by collecting 
interest on these bonds with one hand only to 
pay out even higher interest on school bonds 
with the other. Since the system’s building 
needs will have to be met one way or the 
other, it makes sense to exhaust the capital 
resource represented by the permanent fund 
before considering another bond issue. 

A majority of the School Board as currently 
constituted has pledged to use the money to 
put up a new high school in northwest St. Louis. 
Any funds remaining would be spent for a start 
on a gymnasium-cafeteria at McKinley High 
School. 

Whether these two projects deserve the high 
priority that the board has assigned to them 
is open to question. In our judgment, a com- 
prehensive review of school building needs 
ought to be undertaken after the people author- 
ize liquidation. 

Meantime, however, any doubts should not be 
permitted to interfere with a favorable vote on 
the proposition. The only question in the 
power of the people to decide is whether to au- 
thorize liquidation. Deciding how to spend the 
money is a board prerogative. 

To vote FOR the proposition, the citizen must 
scratch out the sentence beginning “against an- 
nual distribution ...” Thig is the kind of 
ballot that we thought had been outlawed in 
Missouri, and it has been in every case but this 
one. The polls will be open from 6 a.m. to 7 
p.m., with only a simple majority necessary for 
the proposition to carry. 
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New Collision at Suez? 

Egypt has announced that it will regard an 
attempt of a ship under the Israeli flag to pass 
through the Suez canal as a “provocation.” This 
follows the equally strong Israeli declaration 
that any attempt by Egypt to stop such a ship 
will be regarded as an “act of war.” Thus the 
situation seems to assure a collision, the only 
question being what kind. 

As a result of last year’s hostilities and the 
ensuing diplomatic activities, Egypt deposited 
with the United Nations on April 24 a guarantee 
that, in line with the Constantinople conven- 
tion of 1888 and the principles of the U.N., it 
would “afford and maintain free and uninter- 
rupted navigation for all nations.” It stated 
that Egypt “can in no case grant any vessel, 
company or other party any advantage or favor 
not accorded to” others. 

The document made provision both for in- 
ternational arbitration and for “compulsory jur- 
isdiction” of the International Court of JuStice. 
And it further stated that “this declaration, with 
the obligations therein, constitutes an interna- 
tional instrument and will be deposited and 
registered with the Secretariat of the United 
Nations.” 

Secretary of State Dulles says that the United. 
States will do nothing to stop Israel and would 
disapprove of any action by Egypt to bar Israeli 
shipping. But after the events of the last six 
months, the State Department cannot act as 
though the matter really is no concern of ours. 

President Eisenhower definitely committed 
this country when, during the negotiations to 
get Israel out of Egypt, he held out the hope 
that Egypt would not bar Suez to Israel, and 
that if she did this country would support 
“firm” treatment of the case by the “society 
of nations.”

Another way would be to work actively with 
the Democratic leadership, which does, after 
all, represent a majority. Yet Mr. Eisenhower, 
while at odds with many members of his own 
party on policy, apparently wants to be known 
as a Republican and to front for that party 
before the people. 

The basic difficulty, in short, ig in the Presi- 
dent’s own incompatiPle purposes. He cannot 
be both a partisan and a nonpartisan. He 
cannot support both a legislative program and 
those members of Congress who fight it. He 
cannot lead and at the same time permit leader- 
ship to fall to those who are against him. 
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Second, and Last, Battle of ... 

The way we see the Battle of Gettysburg, it 
went like this: Up on Cemetery Ridge, Gen- 
erals Eisenhower and Montgomery were making 
a reconnaissance in force with newspaper re- 
porters. Off to the South, the approaching Gen. 
Lee doubted that Gen. Meade’s forces had 
reached Gettysburg by this time. Lee did not 
know exactly where the enemy was. Eisen- 
hower and Montgomery agreed he could have 
used his cavalry, but Jeb Stuart, Lee's “eyes 
and ears,” was raiding up in Pennsylvania, 
plumes flying and barns burning. 

But Gen. Meade knew where he was, and stood 
fast on the ridges where Genérals Eisenhower 
and Montgomery stood briefly. Gen. Lee probed 
this way and that, with some confusion. Un- 
der his. “discretionary” orders, Gen. Long- 
street nodded to Gen. Pickett, who charged up 
Cemetery Ridge. Gen. Montgomery called the 
charge “monstrous,” Indeed, it failed. Gen- 
erals Eisenhower and Montgomery wéfre not on 
that ridge at that precise moment, however. 

Both armies lost heavily and almost equally, 
but the poorly co-ordinated Confederate attack 
was beaten back by superior Union artillery. 
Lee retreated to Virginia; Meade thought the 
situation over. Eisenhéwer and Montgomery 
agreed that both generals should be “sacked.” 
Meade was sacked, by President Lincoln. But 
the Southern press was determined to rise 
again, behind Lee. 

At this point Gen. Eisenhower considered a 
strategic withdrawal. He told reporters that 
his office contained prints representing four 
“top Americans,” one of them being Robert E. 
Lee. But Gen, Montgomery, undaunted, 
marched right into Virginia, saying he might 
have to call out the tanks there. Nevertheless 
the Confederacy shows no disposition to sack 
Gen. Lee, and the battle is a draw.

If John Foster Dulles were not Secretary of 
State would he try his hand at being an editor 
and publisher?

In the latest of many tangents touching on 
the issue of permitting news coverage of China, 
Mr. Dulles seeks to cut the Gordian knot he 
himself tied with an amazing bit of advice: If 
the American press wants to get hews from Red 
China then it should hire correspondents of 
other nations to cover that country, 

This, like some of his other statements on the 
matter, is inconsistent and foolish; It is incon- 
sistent in that less than a nionth ago he sug- 
gested that the press might work out a plan to 
allow a few reporters to go to Red China 
experimentally and give their news to all the 
outlets in this country. It is foolish in that it 
would hamstring the American préss and also 
give the readers a most unsatisf coverage. 

More to the point ig the simple fact that it 
is not Mr. Dulles’s job to play a part in manag- 
ing the free press of the nation. He does not 
have the responsibility of deciding whether 
American newspaper readers shall be served 
with China news written by American or foreign 
reporters. That is a decision for the responsible 
managers of a press which is hot and never 
has been an arm of American foreign policy. 

Let Mr. Dulles stick to his job. Let him 
lift the indefensible ban on reporters going to 
Red China. Then both the press and Mr. Dulles 
would be better off, and American newspaper 
readers would learn more about what is going 
on in the most populous country in the world.

Voyage With LaSalle 


THE GILDED TORCH, by Iola Fuller. 

(Putnam, 343 pgs. $4.) * 

Iola Fuller has chosen as the theme 
for her novel, “The Gilded Torch,” a 
little-exploited period in American 
history. At the end of the seventeenth 
century, the contest for supremacy on 
the American continent had not yet 
been decided. Serving France, the Sieur 
de LaSalle voyaged down the Missis- 
sippi river looking for sites of strategic 
importance, with the idea of establish- 
ing a chain of fortifications. 


The chronicle of the long and diffi- 
cult trip provides an adventurous set- 
ting for Miss Fuller’s two heroes, Marc 
and Victor, twin sons of the Marquis de 
Lorennes, members of the ing’s 
Guards and, fictionally, LaSalle’s right- 
and left-hand man on his journey to 
the mouth of the Mississippi. 

Aside from its historical setting, the 
novel is intéresting for its clever use 
of likeness and coritrast.

T SEEM6 TO BE JUST POSSIBLE that an agreement of 
some sort will be reached at the London conference on the 
regulation of armaments. Mr. Stassen and the Administration

tion. 

Both are however finding 
that the pace is too severe, and 
there are important signs that 
both the NATO powers and the 
Soviet bloc need a breathing 
spell. 

We are, we know, in the 
midst of one of the greatest of 
all revolutions in the technol- 
ogy of war. For the military 
planners this poses a perpetual 
dilemma. Shall they arm with 
the weapons that exist, and 
take the risk that these weapons 
will soon be obsolete? 


Alarming Consequences. 


Or shall they get ready for | 


the weapons of tomorrow, and 
leave themselves badly armed 
for warfare today? The dilemma 
is posed because neither coali- 
tion can afford to arm fully 
with the weapons of today “at 
the same time to invent, de- 


velop, and produce the weap- 


ons of tomorrow. 
This dilemma ts producing 
economic and militry conse- 


in its own way—find alarming. 
In the West, there is a strong 
tendency to resolve the dilemma 


as the British have decided to 
resolve it. That is to say by 
concentrating on the deterrent 
power of the new weapons, and 
in fact to accept the idea of a 
radical transformation of the 
orthodox and conventional mili- 
tary services. 


It may indeed be that there 
is no practicable alternative to 
this concentration on the deter- 
rent power of the big nuclear 
weapons. But it does open up 
the alarming possibility that if 
the deterrent weapons should 
fail to prevent war, the contin- 
ent of Europe might become an 
atomic battlefield. ' 
| The net of all this fs that

-hower said some years ago, no 
alternative to peace. This is an-

is no alternative to coming to 
‘some kind of agreement, ex- 
plicit or implicit, hetween Mos- 
|cow and Washington. 

| The Soviet Union is also sub- 
ject to heavy pressure to reach 
some kind of pause or slow- 
down in the race of armaments. 
For the time being, and. prob- 
ably for some years to come, 
the Soviet Union is at a mili- 
tary disadvantage in the race 
of new armaments. 


Russia Fears Missiles. 


The Soviet government is 
showing a great deal of anxiety, 
and most probably the cause of 

this anxiety is that the United 
States has a substantial strategic 
lead in the field of the guided 
missiles of intermediate range. 
Launched from NATO bases 
in Europe, these missiles can 
strike the heart of the Soviet 
Union whereas Moscow has no 
missiles of sufficient range to 
strike back at the United States. 

The United States, which will 
not soon forget Pearl Harbor, is 
supremely sensitive to the dan- 
ger of surprise attack, and 
American policy in these dis- 
armament talks is in the main 
addressed to the problem of sur- 
prise. 

Our emphasis on inspection 
from the sky and on the ground 
is inspired by the wish to do 
away with the secrecy behind 
which a surprise attack can be 
mounted. 

As seen by the Russians, the 
greatest strategic asset of the 
West is the productive capacity 
of the United States. They have 
not forgotten how under war 
conditions the American econ- 
omy can produce weapons,

There Is More Room at the Top

Chicago, May 16 (UP)—If you 
are job hunting, remember that 
there is more room at the top 
than the bottom. 


At least that is the theory of 
job counselor Richard Gleason, 
who says most job applicants 
underrate themselves. 

Gleason, who heatis his own 
firm, specializes in finding jobs 
for executives and management 
people in the $8000 to $30,000 a 
year bracket. But he has gone 
as high as $90,000 

Right now, he said, there is 
a shortage of executive talent 
‘in this country. 

“World War II and the Ko- 
fean war interrupted the ca- 
reers and the the training of many 
promising young men,” Gleason 
said. “So industry has had to 
rely on older men in executive 
posts.” 

Actually, he said, age seldom 
is a deterrent to a ‘knowing job 
seeker, “but it is almost always 
the excuse an employer gives 
for not hiring.” 

“The reason usually is the 
fact that the applicant hasi't

on the advantages he can bring 
to _a job,” Gleason said. 

He offered these tips to job- 
hunters: 

Don’t change jobs unless you 
are assured of at least a 25 per 
cent pay increase. 

Don’t switch jobs for more 
money unless the new job has a 
sound future, 

Get at least five possible jobs 
to pick from before you jump. 

Gleason, who has helped 
thousands of persons land jobs, 
said the last thing to discuss in 
a job interview is salary. 


Many applicants, he said, fear 
that if they ask for too much 
they will lose out. 

“But it’s often as bad to ask 
a too little,” he said. “An 

oyer values an applicant 

as he values himself.” 
Most persons do not realize 
their own potentials, do not 
how much experience 
they have to offer and do not 
know how to sell themselves, 
Gleason said. ‘ 

“Even sales managers, who 
know all about selling a prod- 
uct, don’t know how to put their 
best foot forward when they are 
se for a better job,” he 
said.

The fire safety inspection re- 
sulted in 43 operators of homes 
reporting they would go out of 
business, and it had been esti- 
mated that probably about 25 
per cent of the 655 known oper- 
ators of homes would close 
voluntarily, or find it impossi- 
ble to comply with requirements.

Safe disposal of radio-active 
wastes presents one of the 
major, unsolved problems" in 
the futuge growth of an atomic 
power industry. In the opinion 
of some scientists, the radio- 
active wastes present a far 
greater potential danger than 
the radio-active fallout from 
atomic bomb tests. 


Atomic power plants will pro- 
duce a huge amount of radio- 
active waste, including water, 
chemicals .and metals, which 
must be stored away for decades 
because of its long-lived hazard 
to man. One 100,000 kilowatt 
atomic power plant, for ex- | 
ample, could produce annually | 
as much radio-active waste as 
that caused by the explosion of 

bomb with a force of 1,000,- 
000 tons of TNT. By the year 
2000 it is estimated that some 
24 billion gallons of atomic 
waste will have to be stored 
away in. some manner. 


No Reem for Doubt. 


The report emphasized that, 
unlike the disposal of other in- 


sw 8 4 o-active waste is so 
great that no‘element of doubt 
should be allowed to exist re- 
garding safety.” 


Wastes containing the long- 
lived radio-active elements 
strontium-90 and cesium-137 
will have to be sealed away 
from human contact for 600 
years. If these two elements can 
be removed, the report said, 
the storage time can be re- 
duced to 60 years. 


The report said that geologi- 
cal studies show that atomic 
wastes “may be disposed of 
safely at many sites in the 
United States. But, conversely, 
there are many large areas in 
which it is’ unlikely that dis- 
posal sites can be found, for 
example, the Atlantic Sea- 
board.”

NEW YORK, May 16. 

US (TRUST - BUSTER) 

D'AMATO, proprietor of 

the worjd heavyweight 
champion afid by virtue of 
that connection emperor of 
the universe, announced his 
intention of taking charge of 
the fist fight industry in the 
United States. hat wasn’t 
precisely how he phrased it 
but that was the substance of 
a declaration of war on Jim 
Norris, delivered in ringing 
Esperanto at a press lunch- 
eon. 

After expanding on the 
perfidious character of Nor- 
ris’s International Box a 
Club, the manager of Flo 
Patterson sketched 4 ok nea 
mer plan to appoint promot- 
ers in various parts of the 
country who would make title 
matches for Patterson inde- 
pendently of the IBC. 

He consumed most of the 
press conference concealing 
further information from the 
press at the top of his voice. 
However, in the course of a 
dizzying hour and a half this 
much was established, or 
seemed to be: 


No opponent has been 
picked for Patterson, no 
fight arranged, no arena 


chosen, no date selected, no 
television commitments made, 
© sponsor agreed upon, and 
Cus does not know whether 
the man he has chosen to 
promote Patterson's first title 
defense — a dress manufac- 
turer named Emil Lence — 
has a promoter’s license or 
has applied for one or means 
to apply or would be ap- 
proved by the Boxing Com- 
mission. 

This St. George among the 
dragons is a man of medium 
size who can wear a black 
homburg over his white crew- 
cut with qo: Eden 
aplomb. For the public airing 
of grievances that he has 
been ‘whispering to boxing 
writers every Monday’ eve- 
ning in St. Nick’s Arena, he 
wore a well-pressed suit of 
navy blue, white shirt with 
pinned-down collar, black and 
white figured tie.

promoters of his choice—in 
New York, Lence, who used 
to bankroll bouts in Brooklyn's 
Eastern Parkway Arena; in 
the Pacific northwest, Jack 
Hurley,-the great manager, 
and “others to be selected in 
the near future.” 

The promoters, he said, 
would have to qualify on 
terms dictated by him. This 
should lighen the burden of 
boxing commissioners every- 
where, who heretofore have 
had to scrutinize individual 
credentials themselves. Cus 
stated the terms: First, the 
promoter must be no fly-by- 
night operator but a man re- 
solved to remain in business 
permanently and buck the 
IBC, “and @econd, I prefer 
men who have a personal feel- 
ing to reduce the possibility 
of future co-operation.” 

As a further aid to commis- 
sions and promoters, Cus laid 
down rules for Pattérson’s 
opponents. Starting with the 
number one contender, title 
bouts would be offered to 
challengers in the order of 
their ranking and any con- 
tender who declined to accept 
would automatically. forfeit 
his right to a match. 

«Lence, he said, would pro- 
mote the first defense but as 
far as he knew Lence had 
not opened negotiations in 
that direction.

WASHINGTON, May 16. (UP). 
HE nation’s capital, seen 
T through the wide eyes of 
a high school student mak- 
ing the traditional senior class 
trip, is a marvelously varied 


place. 

It has the White House, and 
Glen Echo amusement park. It 
has the Supreme Court, and a 
Chinese night club. 

It is a great place to eat and 
buy souvenirs and drop water 
bombs out of hotel windows. It 
is not much of a place for sleep- 
ing. It is hard on the legs, 
especially when you feel com- 
pelied to run all the way to the 
top of the Washington Monu- 
ment. 

It is a very educational place 
for a high school senior to visit 
in the spring—provided you 


have infinite faith in the prop- 


osition that all travel is broad- 
ening for young people who 
have never been away from 
home without their parents be- 
fore. 

These observations are based 
on three days of touring Wash- 
ington with high school groups 
from all parts of the country. 
It was an exhausting experi- 
ence, but the only way to find 
out what really goes on during 
that unique fixture of American 
education—the senior class pil- 
grimage to the capital. 

. + - 

ACH year about 400,000 boys 
F ang girls—one third of all 

the high school seniors in the 
country—come here on school- 
sponsored tours. They come 
from the Middle West and the 
Deep South, from New England 
and the Pacific Coast. 

The annual invasion begins 

early in March, and by about 
this time of year hits a rate of 
about 8000 a day. The average 
stay is three days. But it is 
incredible how much a healthy 
18-year-old can see and do in 
72 hours if he is willing to go 
without sleep—as most of them 
are. 
The day’s activities typically 
begin at 6 a.m. with an enor- 
mous breakfast. No high school 
senior, apparently, considers 
bacon and eggs an adequate 
breakfast. It usually is bacon- 
and-ham-and-Bausage-a n d-eggs, 
with French toast and sweet 
rolls on the side. 

First stop usually is the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing 
where all United States paper 
money is produced. The sight 
of $10 bills in bales invariably 
prompts the wag of the group 
to inquire if the bureau passes 
out samples. 

“They've been asking me 
that for 30 years,” a sad-faced 
guide confided. “Each one 
thinks it’s original. Some day 
I’m going to lose my grip and 
strangle one of them.”

By now it’s 10 a.m., and the 
White House is open to tourists. 
The long line snakes through 
the west gate and out into the 
street. It takes about 30 min- 
utes to get into the White 
House—but only 9% minutes 
to pass through the six first 
floor rooms open to the public. 


None of the youths seem dis- 
appointed that they see so lit- 
tle.

NOTHER faculty sponsor,

“These boys and girls have 
been working together for three 
years to raise the money,” he 
said. “They gave plays and 
suppers and ran a booth at the 
county fair until there was 
enough in the class treasury to 
pay everyone’s transportation 
and hotel bills.” 


The cost varies with the dis- 
tance traveled. Bus fare, hotel 
rooms and tour tickets for the 
Palmyra group came to about 


$65 a head. Students pay for 
their own meals and incidental 
expenses. Some get by for $25; 
some spend $75. 
Entertainment for a_ well- 
chaperoned group may include 
a trip to the amusement park 
to ride the roller coaster; a 
moonlight ride down the Poto- 
mac river on a cruise boat that 
has a dance floor and band; or 
a visit to the Lotus Club, to 
eat chop suey and watch an 
inoffensive floor show. 


While most chaperones do a 
conscientious job, a few groups 
of seniors occasionally § are 
turned loose on the town with 
no supervision and sometimes 
get into trouble. 

Their “hell-raising’” mostly is 
exuberant mischief, rather 
than serious misbehavior, like 
racing up and down hotel cor- 
ridors until dawn; singing loud- 
ly off-key; or leaning out the 
window to shout at or “water 
bomb” passersby. 

“We try to be philosophical 
about it,” said Bill Williams 
manager of the Burlington 
Hotel.

F ALSE-CARDING is virtually 


a disease with a great many 

bridge players. They get 
some sort of fiendish delight in 
dropping an unnecessarily high 
card at every possible opportu- 
nity. The fact that their own 
partners are more frequently 
fooled than the opponents, 
seemingly does not act as a de- 
terrent to these compulsive 
false-carders. : 

However, false-carding, when 
properly done at the prpoer 
times can be spectacularly suc- 
cessful. The false card can 
simply be defined as following 
suit, when not winning a trick, 
with an unnecessarily high card, 
instead 8€ the normal play of 
one’s lowest card. Strangely 
enough there are some situa- 
tions when a false card is not 
only to be recommended, but 
actually should be described ‘as 
a must. Two of the more com- 
mon of these situations follow: 


Declarer AJ6 


The three is led from dummy, 
“you” play the two and the jack 
is successfully finessed. De- 
clarer now plays the ace, dum- 
my following with the five. If 
you unwittingly play your low- 
est card, the 10, you are auto- 
matically a dead pigeon. De- 
clarer, on the third round of 
the suit, must go up with the 
king as he knows you have the 
queen based on the previous 
successful finesse of the jack. 
But if you drop the queen on 
the ace, declarer has at best a 
guess as to what to do on the 
third round. You may or may 
not have the 10. 

Here’s another case wherein 
a false card gives declarer a 
chance to go wrong, and when 
not false-carding forces him 
automatically to the winning 
play: 

Dummy AQ82 
K4 (You) 1095 
Declarer J 763 


Declarer leads the three and 
after second hand follows, plays 
the queén from dummy. “You” 
don’t know declarer’s exact 
holding, but what he actually 
has in this case is a possibility 
which must occur to‘you. If you 
follow with the five, declarer 
will have no choice but to try 
to drop the blank king, to win 
all four tricks in the suit, and 
it works on this hand. But if 
you false-card with either the 
10 or nine declarer has a prob- 
lem. He may quite likely play 
you for the 10-9 blank, and 
return to his hand and lead the 
jack through hoping to pick up 
the entire suit that way. Cer- 
tainly K-5-4 and 10-9 will ap- 
pear about as likely to him as 
the actual holding parlayed 
with the well calculated false- 
card. But whether declarer 
guesses correctly or not, the 
fact remains he had to win 
the five had been played. °

Blood Transfusions 
By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


LOOD transfusions are a boon to mankind. They have 
B saved hundreds of thousands of lives. In cases of acute 

hemorrhage (whatever the cause), body shock, and 
severe anemias and infections they have meant the difference 
between survival and ex- 
tinction. Nevertheless, 
these days many blood 
transfusions are given un- 
necessarily,

DR. PETER STEINCROHN Here is what they 
stressed. When really indicated; there's really nothing so 
efficient as a blood transfusion. What they warned against 
is doctors getting into the habit of ordering “a pint of 
blood” for patients ‘when there was no real indication. 

, =x «* * 

FOR EXAMPLE, the surgeon discussant said that rarely 
should a doctor order a pint transfusion for his patient sim- 
ply because he was to undergo an appendectomy, cholecys- 
tectomy, hysterectomy or thyroidectomy. True, such pa- 
tients might be a little anemic. But he felt as I do, that 
seven cents worth of iron pills would do the job as well in 
raising the iron content in the blood. 

And if the volume of the blood was low, an intravenous 
injection of other fluids would take up the slack without 
having to resort to transfusion. 

x * 

THE DOCTORS REASONED that there is still a mi- 
mute element of danger of transmitting infection—and hav- 
ing a transfusion reaction. Why take the chance with a 
transfusion when it is not absolutely necessary? 

'As one of the doctors said to me after the discussion, 
many doctors order transfusions unnecessarily. Their phi- 
losophy seems to be: It won’t do any harm and may do some 
good. 
“This is wrong thinking,” said the, doctor. “We can’t 
always be sure that a transfusion is harmless. Therefore, 
unless there is a definite indication for blood transfusion, 
it should not be given.”

The refugees understood that 
the President promised to ad- 
mit 35,000 and then, when many 
were waiting to be processed, 
we stopped at 32,000. 

Because about this number 
was asked to go to the camp at 
Salzburg, Austria, for processing 
and then the qualifications un- 
der the Attorney General’s rules 
were changed, the bitterness 
which these people now feel is 
understandable. 

They believed they were 
started on their way to a free 
land and permanent home, so 
everything that has gone before 
has been clouded by their feel- 
ing of bad faith on our part, as 
you will see from the words of 
the refugees’ petition handed 
me last week in Salzburg.

BECAUSE OF space limita- 
tions, I cannot quote the peti- 
tion in full, but I will give the 
pertinent parts of it so as to give 
you a feeling of their tragedy: 

“The inhabitants of the Hun- 
garian Refugee Camp Roeder in 
Austria, after careful and con- 
scious considerations, came to 
the decision that’‘we want to 
show in this memorial our Sit- 
uation to the people of the 
U.S.A., at the same time we 
start our hunger strike, for the 
solvigg of the unbearable prob- 
lems as soon as possible. 

“The nearly 3000 refugees of 
Camp Roeder made up their 
minds to start a hunger strike, 
till all the Hungarian refugees 
who are in Austria and intended 
to migrate to the U.S.A. should 
hold out the prospect of a suit- 
able arrangement by the Gov- 
ernment of the U.S.A. 

“In heroic days of the Hun- 
garian revolution, the entire 


Hungarian nation felt that all 
the free world—at first the 
U.S.A.—was on our side, with 
their moral aid. 

“Our war of liberty was con- 
quered by the bloodthirsty Rus- 
sians—as it is well known— 
and the best of the Hungarian 
people, its most valuable mem- 
bers from point of view of free- 
dom, were being compelled to 
leave their homes and seek 
shelter in the western states. 

“The first weeks after our 
defeat proved that the free 
world, with the leadership of 
the U.S.A., felt sympathy and 
was ready to help the refugees, 
not only with shelter but also 
giving new homes in their coun- 
tries.

“THE PEOPLE of Hungary 
were trusting steadfastly at the 
time of the revolution and soon 
afterwards in the help of the 
people of the free world, espe- 
cially the Government and peo- 
ple of the U.S.A, The best sign 
of this help was, and should be 
in the future, too, if the U.S.A.

It is most unusual for the bridegroom to sing at his own 
wedding. However, if he would like to sing and is not too 
nervous to do so, I see no valid reason why he should not 
sing before the ceremony if he “stands behind the oe 
Neediess say, it would be questionable taste to sing 
full view of the guests and utterly improper that he sing 
during any part of the service.” aor 
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
